Ragoni, aged 61, and home addrass 
unknown, on Wednesday of last 
week, when he fell into the clutches 
of Officer Smythe as the result of 
panbanding at this resort, and he is 
now serving a sentence of thirty 
days at the county jail at Toms 
River. 

According to David Hulse. a truck 
driver for the Ferry Lumber Com¬ 
pany of this borough, Ragoni hailed 
him at Lavallette and asked him for 
a ride. Whileenroute to Bay Head, 
Hulse stated that Ragoni carried on 
quite a eoversation, asking various 
questions and when he arrived here 
he alighted from the truck and 
thanked Hulse for the lift. 

When apprehended by Officer 
Smyth Ragoni, had lost his speech 
and presented a slip of paper stat¬ 
ing that he was deaf and dumb.
